Inhere 
is none in any of books* They are almost entirely based oi: tiio official evidence, 
includes about 5150,000 -ages of r^iords, mostly of the FBI, tliat I got from a dozen 5'OIA 
lawsuits, ^Oiie were precedental and one led to the 1974 amending of the investigatoigffiles 
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exemp-tion that opr^ied 1'BI,C1A and siiidlar filea to FOIA. access. (With unrestricted 
accossj to all of tlmt documontation, Posnei’ sijcnt no time at all in those files of which 
I know. He was hero only tliree days. spent all or most of that time in wl:at I call 
niy "subject" file. That is a file of duplicates of i^cords ^ made^ preserving uy ordgdn~ 
als as I received them for arcliival deposit. 1 made them mostly for tl:^^ use of others bat 
tiiey are anytliing but inclusive. They do include a flair selection of tlie FBI's nasty rec- 
ords about me of viliich all arc in varying degrees prejudiced and some are outright lies. 
He may have copied vrtiat he liked from that file but he did not ask me about any of what 
he v;rote me based on them,]
